The first column contains the former name of the street; the second 
column its present name, and in the last is given the date of the city ordinance 
changing the name. Where the name appears in the second column and the 
first is vacant, the original name will be found in the third column, and by 
referring to that name in its alphabetical order, the date of the change can be 
ascertained.

683, 36, 641, 688, 
13, 386, 385, and 345 (probably meaning 388) south of the northerly line 
of J^efferson avenue, was dechtred unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, (39th 
Mich.

May 3, 1875, the City limits were eslended to include the whole of the

a town one, south of range twelve east and of Section 36 in town 1 south of 
range eleven east, and of Section one in town two south of range eleven east, 
bouudod on the easterly side by the easterly line of the Leib Eana projected 
until it strikes the centre line of said Section 38; on the northeasterly and 
northerly sides by the centre lioe of said Section 38, and the southerly tine of

The Act of May 26, 1885, bacluded in the city limits Belle Isle, and other- 
wise extended the limits as follows: beginning at the national boundary line 
200 feet easterly of the east line of Baldwin ave. and extending northerly on 
that line to a point 300 feet northerly of Mack road; Ibcnce wesletly to a poin^, 
800 feet easterly of the Boulevard; thence northerly parallel with the Boulevard, 
to a point on Private Claim 16, 300 feet northerly of tlie oortlicrly line of [b& 
Boulevard extended; thence westerly parallel with the Boulevard to a point 
200 feet easterly of the easterly Hoe of Mt. Elliott ave.; thence northerly 
parallel to said easterly line of Mc. ElUott ave, and said lino extended 
point in said tjeetioo 38, 2O0 feet north ot the northerly line of the Boulevard 
extended; Ibence westerly parallel with said Boulevard to the easterly line of 
t, Aubin ave. ; thence northerly along said avenue to the northerly line of the 



Pallister road or avenue; thence westerly along said avenue to the centre of 
Woodward ave.; thence southerly along said avenj^ie to a point 224f feet north- 
erly of the northerly line of the Boulevard; thence westerly parallel with the 
Boulevard to a point in Section 52 of the Ten Thousand Acre Tract 200 feet 
west of the west line of the Boulevard in Section 2, town two south range 
eleven east; thence south parallel with the Boulevard to the northerly line of 
private claims; thence westerly along the northerly end of the private claims 
to the westerly line of Private Claim 30; thence westerly in a direct course to 
the easterly line of Private Claim 266 or Livernois avenue; thence southerly

Another Act was passed June 20, 1885, further enlarging the city by 
adding two parcels; one, a parcel of land bounded on the easterly side by 
Woodward Ave.; northerly by the northerly line of Pallister Ave. extended; 
westerly by a line drawn parallel with and 185 feet westerly of Woodward 
Ave. , and southerly by a line drawn 224f feet northerly of the northerly line 
of the Boulevard. The other parcel includes all the land west of Private Claim 
39, south of Toledo ave. and east of Artillery and Livernois aves. 

The Act of May 13, 1891, gave the city a new boundary line as follows: 
commencing at the intersection of the national boundary line with the easterly 
line of Private Claim 257 extended; thence along said easterly line of Private 
Claim 257 to the Butler road; thence westerly along the rear lines of the private 
claims to the centre of St. Charles ave., and along that avenue to the centre of 
Strong ave.; along Strong ave. westerly and northwesterly to the centre of Mt. 
Elliott ave. ; thence westerly parallel with the Boulevard to the easterly line of 
St. Aubin ave. ; thence northerly along said easterly line to a point 233 feet 
northerly of the southerly line of Section 39 of the Ten Thousand Acre Tract; 
thence westerly parallel with the southerly line of said Section 39 to a point 
233 feet easterly of the centre of Oakland ave. ; thence northerly, parallell with 
said avenue, to a point indicated by and intersecting the easterly and westerly 
centre line of Section 23 of the Ten Thousand Acre Tract; thence westerly 
along the centre line of Sections 23, 24, 25 and 26 to a point 250 feet west of 
the centre of Crawford street; thence southerly parallel with Crawford street to 
a point 233 feet northerly of the centre of the Williams road; thence westerly 
parallel with the Williams road to the easterly line of Twelfth street; thence 
southerly along the easterly line of Twelfth street to the line of the city as 
fixed by the Act of June 20, 1885, and following the line as there established 
to the Detroit River, and thence to the place of beginning; and also Including 
Belle Isle. 
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
